Yet the parents in most cases, if 
appealed to, to name what has 
proved the limiting factor in their 
rise in life and growth of mind, 
would reply without any hesitation 
that their education or lack of it 
had proved to be that factor. 

Nothing but the most urgent 
claim should be allowed to keep 
the children of the farm from 
their school during its terms and 
sessions. They labor under great 
disadvantages in any event, but 
when to medium equipment and 
facilities and the drawbacks in- 
separable from having a wide 
range of grades taught in a com- 
mon ‘room by {often) a young and 
inexperienced teacher, is added ir- 
regular attendance and interrup- 
ted studies, it ie small wonder that 
the average educational attain- 
ments of the boys and girls of the 
farm form but a poor equipment 
for their work in life. 

The struggles incident to and 
inseparable from pioneer life and 
a condition of poverty, forced 
mavy people to center their eggire 
energies upon the farm as @ souree 
of revenue and a place of busi- 
ness. In the absence of cash and 
ander etress of debts and encum- 
brances, all the members of the 
family capable of bearing a part 
in the work were pressed into ser- 
vice. Under these ciroumstances 
the secondary place given to éhe 
demands of the school were per- 
haps ubavoidable and therefore 
excusable. This state of affairs no

To bnild the line 
where the Strathcona Board sug- 
gests would make the line sixty 
miles longer than the O. & E., aud 
ag the country away to the west 
offere mauy difficulties to railway 
building it would be a most costly 
line to build and operate. \ 

The Blindman and other valleys 
to the west of Lacombe need rail, 
way accommodation and must 
have itsoon. There are in the 
Bentley and Rimbey districts 
thousands of settlers who have 
labored under the greatest disad- 
vantages for years, and a railway 
is the only thing that will save 
the situation. There is no doubt 
that the C.N.R. will furnish the 
necessary railway facilities in that 
country in the near future. 

‘Lbe route as at present project- 
ed from Strathcona to Calgary by 
the O.N.R. is the shortest possible 
route between their*main line and 
the south, The ménagement of 
the C.N.R. will no doubt coatinue 
its policy of tapping the rich val- 
leys. of the couatry adjacent to 
their main branches, and in the 
not distant future the fertile dis- 
tricts to the east and west of La- 
combe will bave adequate railway 
facilities. 

The branch line as at present 
surveyed is if anything a shorter 
route to the seuth than the O. & E. 
and the necessary reilway compe- 
tition will be provided dnd a pros- 
perous and ‘thickly populated 
country will be served. While

Discounting 
the ‘possibility of oue mistaken 
entry, in 100 he concluded that 
chestnat by chestnut always pro- 
duced chestnut. He also found 
that many bay stallions, for in- 
stance St. Simon, St. Serf, Galo- 
pin Leades, Merry Hampton and 
Cabin Boy, when mated with 
chestnut mares always produse 
bay foals. 

He traced in the stud book 370 
foals by these six stallions out of 
chestnut mares and all were bay 
in color. From this he concluded 
that the bay color was dominant 
over chestnift, which was recessive. 
if this conclusion was correct 
many bay stallions should be mom 
grel as regards color, those in fact 
which -had both chestnut and bay 
io their near ancestry. This could 
be readily tested by tracing their 
progeny when mated with chest. 
nut mares. Hurst found that the 
twelve bay stallions, Royal Hamp. 
tun, Donovan, St. Angelo, Iein- 
glass, Orvieto, Ayrsbire, Florizel 
II., Pioneer, Isonomy, Melton, 
Wisdom and Rose Widow, got al 
together out of chestuut mares 702 
foals, of which 835 were bay and 
847 chestnut, nearly half and balf. 
All these sires bad both bay gnd 
chestnut in their immediate 
entage. Reasoning on Mendelian 
lines, if they were all mouyrel, 
bay -chestoute, their progeny out 
of chestnut mares should be bay 
aad chéstaut, in equal numbers 
There seemed little doubt, there- 
fore, that the colors bay and chest 
nut in horses were ivherited ac- 
oording to Mendel’s laws.
